PRESIDENT'S TELEGRAM BUT IT WOULD NOT BE POSSIBLE FOR A COMORO

SC PRESIDENT MOYNIHAN READ LETTER FROM AFRICAN GROUP CHAIRMAN

USUN WAS INFORMED THAT DURING THE EARLY MEETINGS OF THE 
COMMITTEE OF 24 SEVERAL DELEGATIONS WILL BE REFERRING TO THE 
STATEMENT ABOUT THE COMMITTEE WHICH THE U.S. MADE DURING 
THE 30TH GA PLENARY DEBATE ON DECOLONIZATION. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
OURTEL 392) 

FALKLAND ISLANDS - 
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REPORTEDLY ARGENTINE MISSION IS PLANNING TO PRESS FOR EARLY 
CONSIDERATION OF THE FALKLAND ISLANDS IN THE COMMITTEE OF 
24 IN ORDER TO KEEP UP THE PRESSURE ON THE UK. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
OURTEL 403) 

UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL - 
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THE COUNCIL CONCLUDED ITS SUBSTANTIVE WORK FEBRUARY 3 IN A 
DISTINCTLY UPBEAT MOOD. ADMINISTRATOR BRADFORD MORSE 
RESPONDED TO COUNCIL DECISIONS IN RESPECT OF UNDP'S FINANCIAL 
CRISIS, AND HE OUTLINED FINELY TUNED AUSTERITY PROGRAM 
INTENDED IF AT ALL POSSIBLE TO MAXIMIZE RESOURCES FLOWING TO 
RECIPIENT COUNTRIES AND MINIMIZE OUTLAYS FOR ADMINISTRATIVE 
COSTS AND AGENCY OVERHEAD. THE COUNCIL ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS 
AN AMENDED DECISION ON PROCEDURES FOR APPROVING COUNTRY PROGRAMS. 
A DRAFT DECISION ON SECOND CYCLE OF COUNTRY PROGRAMS 1977-81 
WAS APPROVED, WHICH INCLUDED ONE SENTENCE IN PARAGRAPH 
1 1 PERTAINING TO NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. JUST BEFORE 
CONSENSUS APPROVAL, MYERSON DELIVERED U.S. STATEMENT. 

FOLLOWING ADOPTION, THE FRENCH REPRESENTATIVE BRIEFLY 
EMPHASIZED THAT NOTHING IN IT CHANGES THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S 
POLICY ON NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, IN PARTICULAR 
ONE WHICH IS ACTIVE IN FRENCH SOMALILAND. IN A GENERAL 
STATEMENT ON THE ITEM, THE EGYPTIAN OBSERVER, WHO HAD 
BREN UNTIRING IN HIS EFFORTS TO INCLUDE THE SENTENCE DEALING 
WITH NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN ORDER TO LAY GROUNDWORK 
FOR POSSIBLE ASSISTANCE TO PLO, EXPRESSED HIS "APPRECIATION" 

FOR PARAGRAPH 11. 

A LENGTHY DECISION ON ACTION TO OVERSOME UNDP'S CURRENT FINANCIAL 
PROBLEMS WAS ADOPTED JANUARY 30, AFTER THREE WEEKS OF DISCUSSION 
DURING WHICH TIME CONSIDERATION OF BOTH THE LONG-TERM AND 
SHORT-TERM ASPECTS OF THE FINANCIAL SITUATION MOVED FROM 
THE BUDGETARY AND FINANCE COMMITTEE TO THE PLENARY, TO A 
WORKING GROUP, AND BACK TO THEPLENARY. THE DECISION, 

WHICH IS NOTABLE FOR THE LACK OF IDEOLOGY IN ITS LANGUAGE 
(NO REFERENCES TO NIEO, CERDS, ETC.) TAKES A TOUGH AND 
MANAGEMENT-ORIENTED APPROACH IN DEALING WITH UNDP'S LIQUIDITY 
DIFFICULTIES. HOPEFULLY THIS DECISION WILL ENABLE NEWLY- 
APPOINTED UNDP ADMINISTRATOR MORSE TO PUT THE PROGRAM BACK 
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ON A FIRM AND ENDURING FINANCIAL FOOTING. (CONFIDENTIAL -

TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES (TCDC) - 

UNDP SESSIONAL COMMITTEE ON TCDC, WHICH CONCLUDED ITS FIRST 
SESSION JANUARY 28: 1) HEARD LONG POSITIVE INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT 
ON TCDC BY SPOKESMAN FOR UNDP ADMINISTRATOR; 2) HEARD 
STATEMENTS BY 20 COUNTRIES, TWO SPECIALIZED AGENCIES, AND

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COMMITTEE OPENED ITS THIRD SESSION FEBRUARY 2, REELECTING

INTER ALIA, "THE PROVISORY GOVERNMENT FURTHER STATES IT WILL

DO WANT TO VISIT TIMOR WITHOUT THE AUTHORIZATION OF THE
